On the first 
day’s journey, We saw one wolf, 
eight antelope, two badgers and a J 
great many Mexican quail.

\ » d all the quail we could eat; Mr. 
Lee killed forty-six in three days. 
W e got to Hale Center on Satur­ 
day, the 7th instant, and are here 
yet, the weather being so cold we 
can’t get out to see much. 


The part of the Plains we have 
seen looks fine. 
Grass is a solid 
turf and crops were good all over 
the Plains this year. 
Water is as 
tineas in any portion of Texas. 
Fruits and all kinds of vegetables 
do well here. 
Land is somewhat 
higher than I had expected, and; 
the school land is all taken up in 
this county. 
The people ar 
all 
healthy here and doing well. They 
don’t mind the cold and never stop 
freighting all winter, though it is 
sixty-five miles to the nearest rail­ 
road point. 
A ll goods, lumber 
and other necessaries are hauled 
in wagons from Canyon City, which 
is the shipping point for all this 
country. 
While there are some 
disadvantages here as well as m any 
advantages, 
the 
greatest 
disad­ 
vantages are the absence of wood 
and the lack of a railroad, although 
(here are some prospects of the 
latter. 
The people here use sur-i 
face coal ai>d say it is best, but our 
experience with it is to the con­ 
trary 
We are comfortably camped in a 
nice little camp house here 
fur­ 
nished 
by 
Richard McWhorter, 
and another man, who moved here 
the same day we got here, loaned ' 
us a good heater which he didn’t) 


need. 
The good Lord never for­ 
sakes H is own. 
People are selling 
out in a great many of the black 
land counties and coming Lu the 
Plains aud nettling on small farms. 
This country from Colorado City 
to Amarillo has no whisky, as it is 
strictly prohibition. 
Kaffir corn, 
Indian corn and oats are the prin­ 
cipal crops here, and nearly every 
farmer has a small bunch of cattle. 
They feed their own stuff to stock 
and market it in that way. Plenty 
of men are doing well here on half 
a section of land. 
Those to whom 
we have talked say it is the easiest 
country they ever saw- to make a 
living in.

and other necessaries are hauled 
in wagons from Canyon City, which 
is the shipping point for all this 
country.
